New York, March 1 — lUnolutkma 
condemning •• ‘'little short of treason - 
able” the action or the Senators who 
Proven ted the armed neutrality mene- 
ure from coming to a rote, were paw- 
td at a maw meet in* held here last 
night under the auspices of the Amer¬ 
ican Rights League. 1'reeldent Wilson 
was urged to exercise his constitution¬ 
al authority "for tha arming of Amer¬ 
ican ships passing through the barred 
•ones Insolently established by the 
German decree." 

The resolution* declare that the Sen¬ 
ator* who opposed the armed neu¬ 
trality bill "did what they could In the 
present crisis to weaken the hands of 
the American people and strengthen 
the hands of Ocrmany." 

- Tha sinking of the Canard liner La¬ 
conia and plotting against the national 
safety are characterised as "the crown¬ 
ing infamies of two years of continu- 
ous warfare against the American i**o- 
plo." . 

Letters and telegram* were read 
‘from many prominent persons. Includ¬ 
ing former President Roosevelt. Gov¬ 
ernor Whitman and bodies ef bltlsens 
of Chloag<\ Philadelphia and other 
cltted. The message frtun Colonel 
Koosc celt said 

"I wish I could be with you. The 
time haa come when It Is unpardonahle 
for us as a nation to fail to act im¬ 
mediately for the full and effective de¬ 
fence of American rights and perform¬ 
ance of American duties." 

A telegram signed by a number 
elf Irens of Ix»s Angelen expressed the 
belief that war with Oermany was in¬ 
evitable and urged the President to 
"direct our naval force* to scour the 
Seas and enpture or destroy Herman 
submarines whenever found." 

Ths Rct. Lyman Abbott. In an ad¬ 
dress, assarted that the people not only 
should stand behind the President..bpt 
also behind tha army and navy, "and 
demand that tha war go on until the 
enemies that destroy the Am 
blent* are entirely eradicated."
